1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07-15-2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments, the Son reference is using voice commands are spoken into the 
phone and respective operations are carried out according to the voice commands received, and 
Son is directed to a system and method for enabling a communication device to accepted a voice 
command fi*om a user. There is not section of Son that teaches the user registers the voice 
commands in the communication device. 

Response to Arguments: 

The examiner does not agree. Since Son teaches the user register with the voice 
commands in the communication device by programmed (user registered) the communication 
device to "listen for" the special command word in user' speech, the special code word can be 
selected by the user as his or her personal code word to enter the voice command mode, The user 
can select a word that is unlikely to come up during conversation, such as, for example, " 
Abercrombie" Although any word can be selected in the user register for entry into the voice 
command mode (see Son col. 8, lines 45-56). 

Therefore, the reference of Son is teaching the user register with the voice commands 
entry to the communication device.
